The total area of corn and green crops, including flax and 
fruit, amounted in 1914 to 2,327,752 acres as compared with 
2,348,4S3 acres in 1913, a decrease of 20,731 acres or 0-9 per cent. 
There is an increase in Leinster of 292 acres or 0-0 per cent, 
and in Munster of 3,298 acres or 0-6 per cent., and there is a 
decrease in Ulster of 18,239 acres or 2'0 per cent., and in 
Connaught of 0,080 acres or 2-1 per cent.

Wheat. — There is an increase of 2,909 acres or 8'6 per cent, 
in the total area under wheat. There are increases of 161 acres 
in Leinster, 967 acres in Munster, and 2,125 acres in Ulster, 
while there is a decrease of 344 acres in Connaught. 
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Oats. — There is a decrease of 20,151 acres or 1'9 per cent, in 
the total area under oats. There are decreases of 2,790 acres 
in Leinster, 416 acres in Munster, 13,783 acres in Ulster, and 
8,162 acres in Connaught. 


Barley and Bere— There is a decrease of 559 acres or 0-3 
per cent, in the total area of barley and here. In Leinster the 
area in 1914 is 121,663 acres, as compared with 122,416 acres 
in 1913, a decrease of 753 acres or 0-6 per cent. In Munster 
the acreage in 1914 amounts to 41,469 acres as compared with 
40 877 acres in 1913, an increase of 592 acres or 1'4 per cent. 
In’ Ulster the area of barley and bere in 1914 is 4,739 acres, as 
compared with 4,988 acres in 1918, a decrease of 249 acres or 
5-0 per cent. In Connaught the acreage m 1914 amounts 
to 4,518 acres as compared with 4.C67 acres m 1913, a decrease 
of 149 acres or 3'2 per cent.

Potatoes.— The total area of potatoes m 1914 is 583 056 acres 
as compared with 582,303 acres m 1913, an increase ! ° f 7 f 
acres or 0-1 per cent. There are increases in Leinster ot 
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1,186 acres and in Ulster ol 2,719 acres and decreases in 
Munster of 878 acres, and in Connaught of 2,774 acres. 

Turnips. — The total area of turnips in 1914 amounts to 
276,886 acres as compared with 276,596 acres in 1913 — an 
increase of 290 acres or 0T per cent. There are increases of 
257 acres in Leinster, 528 acres in Munster, and 140 acres 
in Connaught, while there is a decrease of 635 acres in Ulster. 

Mangels and Beet Root, — The area of mangels and beet 
root in 1914 is 81,580 acres as compared with 78,914 acres in 
1913 — an increase of 2,666 acres or 3'4 per cent. 

There are increases of 1,014 acres in Leinster, and 1,826 acres 
in Munster, while there are decreases of 158 acres in Ulster, 
and 16 acres in Connaught. 

Cabbage. — The area of cabbage in 1914 is 35,705 acres as 
compared with 35,080 acres in 1913, an increase of 625 acres 
or 1-8 per cent. There are increases of 459 acres in Leinster, 
and 552 acres in Ulster, while there are decreases of 284 in 
Munster, and 102 acres in Connaught. 

Minor Green Crops. — The area under carrots has decreased 
by 36 acres, that under parsnips by 20 acres, and that under 
Vetches by 120 acres. There is an increase of 332 acres in 
rape. “ Other Green Crops,” i.e., such as are not specified 
among the foregoing, show an increase amounting to 5,925 acres. 

FLAX. 

The area under flax is 49,253 acres in 1914 as compared with 
59,305 acres in 1913 — a decrease of 10,052 acres or 16'9 per 
cent. The decrease is general throughout the flax-growing 
counties. In Antrim there is a decrease of 99,5 acres, in 
Armagh of 277 acres, in Cavan of 87 acres, in Donegal of 2,445 
acres, in Down of 618 acres, in Fermanagh of 145 acres, in 
Londonderry of 1,940 acres, in Monaghan of 617 acres, and in 
Tyrone of 2,708 acres. 

FRUIT. 

The total area of fruit is returned in 1914 at 16,090 acres as 
compared with 15,734 acres in 1913 — an increase of 356 acres 
or 2-3 per cent. 

SUMMARY OF CROPS BY PROVINCES. 

The following summary shows the main changes in the area 
of corn and green crops, flax, and fruit, by provinces : — 

In Leinster the area under corn crops decreased by 3,320 
acres. There is an increase of 161 acres in wheat, and decreases 
of 2,790 acres in oats and of 753 acres in barley. In green 
crops there is an increase of 3,559 acres. There are increases 
of 1,186 acres in potatoes, of 257 acres in turnips, of 1,014 
acres in mangels and beet root, and of 459 acres in cabbage. 
The area of fruit shows an increase of 50 acres. 
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111 Munster the area under corn crops has increased by 1,577 
acres. There is an increase in wheat of 967 acres in barley 
‘ n d here of 592 acres and in rye of 429 acres, while there is 
a decrease in oats of 416 acres. In green crops there is an 
increase of 1,989 acres ; turnips increased by 528 acres niangels 
"nd beet root by 1,826 acres, while potatoes decreased by Si 8 
acres and cabbage by 284 acres. The minor green 
fluctuations, some increasing, others decreasing. There is a 
decrease of 185 acres in the area under flax, and a decrease 
of 85 acres in the area under fruit. 

In Ulster the area under com crops has decreased by 11,(98 
acres Wheat has increased by 2,125 acres, and rye by 135 
acres while barley and bere have decreased by 249 acies, 
and oats by 18,783 acres. In green crops there is an increase 
of 3 010 acres. Potatoes increased by 2,719 acres, cabbage by 
552, while mangels and beet root decreased by lo8 acres and 

tU The S area under flax is returned in 1914 as 48 747 acres as 
compared with 58,577 acres in 1913, a decrease of 9,830 acres. 
In fruit there is an increase of 379 acres. 

In 'Connaught the area under com crops has decreased by 
3 419 acres. There is an increase of 236 acres m rye, and there 
are decreases of 844 acres in wheat, of 3,162 acres m oats, and 
of 149 acres in barley and bere. In green crops there is a deciease 
of 2 633 acres There is an increase of 140 acres in turnips, 
Id there is a decrease of 2,774 acres in potatoes, of 16 acres 
in mangels and beet, of 102 acres m cabbage, and flax has 
decreased by 40 acres, and fruit has increased by 12 acres.

The area under hay has decreased in Leinster and Ulster 
and increased in Munster and Connaught. 

PASTURE. 

The area of pasture, including mountain grazing, is returned 
as 12,444,780 acres in 1914, as compared with 12,408,803 acres 
in 1913— an increase of 35,977 acres. When considering these 
figures of pasture area it should be remembered always that there 
are certain areas which it is difficult to classify, and which one 
year may be returned as “ grazed ” land, and another year may 
be returned as turf bog or barren mountain ; but the grazing 
value of these areas is small. The important increase or decrease 
in pasture is best measured by the extent to which the area of 
crops and of hay has decreased or increased, for in such a 
statistical inquiry as is being dealt with here the extent of the 
area under crops can be more exactly determined than the area 
of grazing land.

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Horses, Mules, Asses. — The total number of horses has 
increased by 4,546. There is a decrease in Leinster of 1,262 
and in Munster of 954, while there is an increase in Ulster of 
4,553 and in Connaught of 2,209. The total number of mules 
and jennets has increased by 604. The number of asses has 
increased by 1,218. 


Cattle. — The total number of cattle shows an increase of 
119,020. There is an increase in Leinster of 17,036, in Munster 
of 50,740, in Ulster of 21,609, and in Connaught of 29,635. 
The total number of cattle is the highest yet recorded. 

(1) The number of milch cows, including heifers-in-calf, is 
1,638,929, showing an increase of 33,709 as compared with 
1913. There are increases in Leinster of 9,212, in Munster of 
18,495, in Ulster of 7,286, and in Connaught of 3,716. The total 
number of milch cows (including heifers-in-calf) is the highest 
on record since 1859. 

(2) As regards other cattle there is a decrease of 22,685 in 
calves, an increase of 31,780 in cattle one year old and under 
two years, and of 76,216 in cattle (including bulls) two years 
old and upwards. The number of calves shows an increase in 
Munster, but decreases in Leinster, Ulster, and Connaught. 
The increase in the number of the remainder of the cattle is 
general throughout the four provinces. 

Sheep. — The total number of sheep is returned in 1914 at 
3,600,581, being a decrease of 20,143 as compared with 1913. 
There are increases amounting to 7,628 in Munster, and 11,985 
in Ulster ; while there are decreases of 6,145 in Leinster, and 
33,611 in Connaught.)* 

Pigs.— The total number of pigs has increased by 245,278. 
There are increases of 48,329 in Leinster, £0,599 in Munster, 
83,016 in Ulster, and 32,734 in Connaught. 

Goats. —There is a decrease of 4,105 in the number of goats. 
There is an increase of 327 in Leinster, while there are decreases 
of 1,211 in Munster, 2,149 in Ulster, and 1,072 in Connaught. 


Poultry. — The number of poultry returned in 1914, amounts 
to 26,918,749 as compared with 25,701,342 in 1913, showing an 
increase of 1,217,407. In Leinster the number returned is 
5,579,447, in Munster 6,311,391, in Ulster 10,153,633, and in 
Connaught 4,874,278. There are increases of 322,901 in Leinster, 
336,316 in Munster, 458,960 in Ulster, and 99,230 in Connaught.
